Olive Depository to Be 
Taken Over Saturday as 
Result of Merger. 


The First National Bank has 
purchased and Saturday will take 
over the business of the Interna- 
tional Bank, which has deposits 
of $8,100,000 and capital and un- 
divided surplus of $1,300,000. 

G. Riesmeyer Jr., president, and 
Edward Horman, vice president of 
the International, will become vice 
presidents of the First National. 
The remaining personnel of the 
International, numbering 34, will 
be taken into the First National 
in positions of approximately their 
rank in the International. 

It was learned today that at the 
meeting Tuesday of the Board of 
Directors of the First National 
Bank, Frank O. Watts, president, 
will be advanced to the position of 
chairman of the board to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of 
N. A. McMillan, and that Walter 
W. Smith, first vice president, will 
be advanced to the presidency. 

The First Nationat will pay to 
stockholders of the International 
par or $100 plus a substantial bo- 
nus, as yet undetermined but ap- 
proaching the stock’s book value, 
which is approximately $132. They 
will be offered cash or part pay- 
ment in stock of the First Nation- 
al, which is selling on the market 
at $330. 

Several Offers Made. 

Riesmeyer said;today he had ob- 
tained the agreement of a majority 
of the stockholders of the Interna- 
tional, to the sale and terms. He 
added that for some time the In- 
ternational, which has been purely 
@ commercial bank, without trust 
Or real estate. loan departments, 
realized that it must seek a nev 
location and expand or accept one 
Of several offers for consolidation 
with other banks, which havc been 
received in the last 18 months. The 
International bank’s quarters are 
at Fourth and Olive streets. 

Vice president Smith of the First 
National Bank said that savings 
approximating $75,000 could be 
effected in the annual cost of 
handling the business of the In- 
ternational in taxes, rents and oth- 
er overhead.

ROME, Jan. 5.—The Papal or- 
gan, Osservatore Romano, last 
night published an official state- 
ment to the effect that choirs of 
the Sistine Chapel and Saint Pet- 
er’s have never left Rome for 


tours abroad and the Pope has 
not intention of allowing choirs 
in Rome’s Basilicas to be depleted 
by such enterprises. 
The organ warns 
abroad, especially the United 
States, that choirs now touring 
there that pretend to belong to 
those churches are “simply pro- 
fessionals who at their own risk 
and peril are on their own account 
‘and under their own exclusive re- 
sponsibility undertaking tours of 
the United States with which the 
Holy See and the Roman Basili- 
cas have nothing in common.”

and means of eliminating the 
dangers that beset the outfielders 
who chase flies in his baseball 
plant, Sportsman's Park, and he 
Post-Dispatch recently 
that he expected to make changes 
to prevent collisions with the con- 
crete walls. 

Two years ago, at the sugges- 
tion of President Sam Breadon of 
the Cardinals, a wire screen was 
stretched at an angle in front of 
the walls, but this sagged and 
hecame an added menace, rather 
than a protection. 

Now it has been suggested that® 
the ground near the walls be 
banked, so that the outfielder, 
chasing a fly. can tell by the 
grade that he is approaching the 
danger zone, 

“T want to do what we can to 
protect the players, Ball said. 
“But it is difficult to decide the 
best course. It is possible that 
some players might pull charley 
horses by the strain put on their 
muscles by the incline and then 
perhaps it might tend to make 
the field appear shorter. On the 
other hand, it might make for 
spectacular catches. Another plan 
suggested is that the present 
screen be torn down and re- 
stretched from the top of the wall 
to anchors further away from the 
base of the wall. However, this, 
tap. would shorten the field and 
the screen might be dangerous if 
the players caught their spikes 
in the mesh.”

— plan for an incline 
sounds good. Instead of short- 
ening the field it would increase 
the area in which the flies could 
be caught.
